WHEAT ‘SHORTAGE | | 
, UNTIL NEW CROP 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP)—% 
A government crop report today 
raised a serious doubt as to this 
country’s ability to meet both ex- 
port and domestic wheat require- 
ments until the new crop is har- 
vested. The supply on April 1 
was indicated at roughly 303,991,- 
000 bushels. Requirements, 
cluding year-end carry-over 
serves, 
bushels. 


Earlier Secretary of Agriculture | 
Anderson had said he expected to 


decide today whether to put into 
effect a flour-rationing plan with- 
out coupon worries for housewives. 
Under consideration was an order 
to require millers to cut their sales 
of flour to bakers and retailers by 
25 per cent. 

Needs for the April-June period 
have been estimated at about 275,- 
000,000 bushels, including export 
commitments, domestic food needs, 
wheat for livestock feed, and for 
seeding. These requirements are 
in addition to an expected carry- 
over wreserve of about 125,000,000 
bushels. The carry-over includes 
reserves in hands of millers, ele- 
vators, farmers, etc., on June 30, 
the end of the wheat marketing 
year. 

Officials say it would be diffi- 
cult if not impossible to reduce 
the carry-over below this figure. 
' The department’s crop reporting 
board estimated that stocks of 
wheat on farms April 1 totaled 
203,991,000 bushels. A year ago it 
was 238,386,000 bushels. Although no 
official estimate was available on 
stocks off farms, officials said it 
was safe to assume they were no 
greater than the 1935-43 average 
of about 100,000,000 bushels. Some

NUERNBERG, April 10 (AP)— 
The Russian prosecution intro- 
duced documentary evidence today 
indicating that 500,000 Soviet pris- 
oners died in Germany custody in 
the: last four months of 1941 and 
that many thousands more were 
too broken physically to be useful 
as laborers, 

The Russians, leveling their 
charges at 22 ranking Germans on 
trial as war criminals before the 
international miiltary tribunal, 
read from the minutes of a meet- 
ing of the German Ministry of 
Economics held Feb. 29, 1942: 

“Of 3.9 million Russians once 
in our custody, there are only 1.3 
million now available for work. 
Five hundred thousand were dead 
in the four months up to January 
1942, At this moment, there are 
only 400,000 working. However, it 
is possible that this figure can be 
raised by 100,000 if the current 
typhus epidemic relents.” 

The same report suggested that 
“it is useless to transfer man- 
power in open and unheated box- 
cars because then all we can un- 
load will be corpses.” 

The Russian prosecution at- 
tempted to gain from a defense 
witness, Gen. Adolf Westhoff, for- 
mer deputy commander of the 
German army prisoner of war de- 
partment, an admission that these 
facts were known to the German 
high command, 

Westhoff contended, however, 
that eastern prison camps were 
under the jurisdiction of local 
commanders,

Formally Asks U.N. to 
Take Action Against 
Franco — Decision on 
Iranian Issue Put Off 
Until Monday.

NEW YORK, April 10 (AP)— 
Poland formally asked the United 
Nations Security Council today to 


take action against the govern- 
ment of Francisco Franco in 
Spain on the ground that it has 
already threatened world peace 
and is a haven for Nazis, their as- 
sets and German scientists “devis- 
ing new means of warfare.” 

(The United Press quoted’ Pol- 
ish sources as saying Poland had 
evidence indicating that German 
scientists in Spain are working 
on atomic and rocket research 
with the sanction of the Spanish 
Government.) 

The Polish appeal, filed by Am- 
bassador Oscar Lange with Secre- 
tary General Trygve Lie, piled up 
another big political issue for the 
peace-enforcement body even be- 
fore it had finally settled the 
Iranian case. The next round in 
the Iranian case will come Mon- 
day, a secret meeting’ of council 
members decided today, when 
Russia will urge and the United 
States and Britain oppose dismis- 
sal of Iran's complaints against 
Russia, 

Today's closed session of the 
council was held. principally to 
discuss the question of where the 
United Nations should establish 
its interim headquarters — at 
Hunter College in the Bronx or 
a modern factory building on 
Long Island—but no decision was 
reached. 

Lange did not say in his letter 
exactly what the council ought to 
do about Franco, but he urged 
“adoption of such measures as are 
provided for in the charter.”

By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, April 10—B. B. 
Trotter, in charge of the beef and 
cattle division of the Hunter 
Packing Co. of East St. Louis, 
told the Senate Agriculture Com- 
mittee today that more than 600 
new non-inspected slaughterers, 
“a large percentage of them un- 
doubtedly operating in the black 
market,” have entered the cattle- 
killing business in the St. Louis 

area since last December. 
Trotter, appearing with other 
representatives of major meat 
packers* throughout the nation in 
connection .with price controls, 


said the number of non-inspected 
slaughterers increased by 384 in 
December and now aggregates 
984 within a radius of 150 to 175 
miles of the East St. Louis Na- 
tional Stock Yards. 

These yon-Inspected slaughter- 
ers, he went on, are killing from 
30,000 to 40,000 cattle a week, or 
more than the weekly receipts of 
the National Stock Yards at East 
St. Louis. 

“Many of them,” he asserted, 
“kill cattle in barns, sheds and 
under trees under very insanitary 
conditions, in a manner that is 
a great menace to the public 
health and to the consumer who 
purchases this meat, 

“The economic loss is also great, 
as the largest part of the offal is 
buried and nearly all fats, as well 
as other by-products, are a total 
loss. The hides are taken off by 
inexperienced butchers, causing a 
great loss in the value of this 
important by-product.” 

He said the consumer was being 
misled into thinking that such 
non-inspected beef is Government 
inspected since the cattle killed 
under these conditions are graded 
by Government graders and im- 
printed with a Government grade 
stamp.

Family That Never Throws Anything Away 
Provides Materials With Which He 


‘Fashions His ‘Enigmas.’ 


The display of mobile construc- 
tions now being shown by artist 
Fred Dreher at the Eleanor Smith 
Galleries, 393 North Euclid ave- 
nue, is the happy result of Dre- 
her’s desire to get rid of his men- 
tal complexes and his grand- 
father’s quest for a solution to 
the riddle of perpetual motion. 

The motif for the exhibit came 
from Dreher, who is frank to say 
he felt a load on his chest that 
he wanted to get out from under 
while he was serving for three 
years and a half as a staff ser- 
geant in the Engineer Corps at 
Fort Belvoir, Va. But the ma- 
terial came from Fred Kessler, 
his grandfather, a goldsmith ‘who 
toyed with the idea of creating 
a self-sufficient mechanism 650 
years ago, 

Mobiles, defined by Dreher as 
“moving sculpture” or “abstrac- 
tions in motion,” consist basically 
of pieces of wire, flat bits of 
metal and other odds and ends 
twisted together and counter-bal- 
anced in such a way that they 
sway with the slightest breath 
of air. 

Convenient Family Trait. 

Dreher held scholarships for the 
study of painting in Europe and 
has worked with batiks. Ventur- 
ing into the mobile field of artistic 
expression for the first time, he 
considers himself fortunate in 
being a member of a family which 
has collected all sorts of objects 
over a period of years and has 
never been known to throw any of 
them away. 

Because of the acquisitiveness of 
his forebears, he has been readily 
able to lay his hands on a scalp, 
an ostrich egg and a skull, not to 
mention innumerable coat hang- 
ers, plastic buttons and the inval- 
uable parts of his grandfather's 
perpetual motion machine. 

Each of the 17 pieces he is ex- 
hibiting, Dreher calls “an enigma.” 

“This is a wonderful evasion,” he 
points out. “Everything is enig- 
matical anyhow and nobody can 
pin you down with questions when 
you start out with the premise 
that you yourself are stumped.” 

However, he does not quite abide 
by this formula,'for at the back of 
each display card he has listed a

The most elaborate 
display, “The Enigma of the Open 
Mind,” which allows plenty of air 
space between the _ scalp, the 
severed top of the cranium and the 


lower skull, bears the legend, “All 
perceptions and no _ convictions 
makes for harmony.

Dreher got rid of one complex 
by creating the “Enigma of the 
Second Lootenant.” Fashioned en- 
tirely of brass, some parts of 
which came from plumbing mate- 
rials and the rest from his grand- 
father’s prepetual motion machine, 
this is small figure with bulging 
chest, weak backbone and well- 
polished shoulder bars, The key 
chart says, “Ask him.” 

Besides getting rid of his in- 
hibitions, Dreher said, the exhibit 
serves as a burlesque on mobiles in 
general. Most artists who work in 
mobiles, he added, have specialized 
types of design and use iron as 
their only medium. They take 
their art much too seriously and 
as a result are ponderous and 
austere. He hopes that his display 
will prove a leaven, 

In any event, one goal for which 
Dreher’s mobiles were designed 
has been achieved, He has rid him- 
self of his complexes. 

“In a way, though,” he told a re- 
porter, “it seems hardly fair to 


pass them on to the public.”

$25,000 U, $. CANCER STUDY 
GRANT TO BARNES HOSPITAL 


A $25,000 federal grant for can- 
cer research has been made to 
Barnard Free Skin and Cancer 
Hospital, it was announced here 
yesterday by John R. Shepley, 
president of the hospital. The 
grant was made by the National 
Cancer Institute on recommenda- 
tion to the Surgeon General of the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice by the National Advisory Can- 
cer Council, a civilian body. 

The grant is for one year’s re- 
search beginning July 1. For the 
lase seven years, the hospital has 
received $5000 each year from the 
Government for cancer research. 
Dr. E. V. Cowdry will direct the 
work. Barnard is one of four hos- 
pitals to which the Public Health 
Service has assigned officers to 
investigate histories of cancer 
patients. The service also sends 
young doctors to the hospital for 
special training in cancer work. 

The grant to Barnard was the 
second largest of 13 announced 
yesterday, totaling $149,430. In ac- 
cepting it, Shepley pointed out 
that the hospital’s research work 
is dependent on such gifts, since 
income from its endowment and 
the Community Chest is devoted 
to- providing for patients,

WORKERS SETTLE 
BODAY. DISPUTE 


Terms Withheld Pending 
Union Ratification — 
18-Cent Pay Rise Previ- 
ously Agreed On. 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP) 
—The long dispute between the 
International Harvester Co. and 
30,000 CIO farm implement work- 
ers was settled early today. 

Government officials quickly ex- 
pressed optimism the settlement 
would break a logjam in reaping 
equipment at a time when the 
world is counting on American 
farmers to head off the threat of 
famine in many nations abroad. 

John W. Gibson, Assistant Sec- 
retary of Labor, announcing the 
settlement, said he hoped it would 
lead to agreements in strikes at 
four plants of the J. I, Case Co, 
and the Laporte (Ind.), plant of 
the Allis-Chalmers Co, These were 
needed, he said, “to insure that 
the farmers get badly needed 
equipment for harvesting wheat 
and other crops.” 


Accord at 10 Plants. 


The accord at the 10 plants of 
International Harvester, largest 
maker of farm equipment, came 
after an 80-day walkout and re- 
sulted from 10 days and nights 
of almost continuous negotiations 
under the eye of the Labor De- 
partment. 

Full terms of the 50-page con- 
tract were not made public pend- 
ing ratification by the union, but 
an 18-cent an hour increase pre- 
viously had been agreed on, as 
recommended by a fact-finding 
board. | 

Gerald Fielde, secretary treas- 
urer of the CIO United Farm 
Equipment and Metal Workers of 
America, said the union's harvest- 
er company council would be 
called into session at Chicago, as 
quickly as the delegates could 
gather, to ratify the agreement. 

Fielde joined George Hodge, 
manager of labor relations for 
the company, in giving Gibson 
credit for keeping the once-broken 
negotiations going, 


Responded to U. S. Plea. 


Company officials had walked 
out of the meetings last month, 
but returned in response to a 
joint plea by Secretaries Schwel- 4 
lenbach and Anderson of the . esi ON 
Labor and Agriculture depart- 
ments. 
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Since March 31 the negotiations 
had been going on day and night 
at the Labor Department with one 
session Jasting 29 hours. 

Gibson expressed pleasure over 
an arbitration clause in the agree- 
ment which he hoped would elimi- 
nate any unauthorized work stop- 
pages; a liberalized vacation plan 
with three weeks annual leave for 
employes of 15 years, and an al- 
lowance provision to compensate 
employes for loss of work due to 
equipment failures or other causes 
not their fault. 

Besides the 18-cent wage in- 
crease, the agreement calls for 
a 10 per cent general wage in- 
crease retroactive to last Oct. 1. 

The 10 per cent general wage 
increase applies only for the pe- 
riod between Oct. 1, when former 
contracts expired, and Jan. 21, the 
date the strike began. Pay rates 
when work is resumed will be 18 
cents an hour more than the rates 
effective up to Oct. 1. 


OPA EXTENSION BILL FREED 
OF FARM PARITY PROPOSAL 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP)— 
A major threat to passage of an 
OPA extension bill acceptable to 
the Administration lifted today. 


Farm state legislative ieaders 
agreed to withhold from it a con- 
troversial amendment to boost 
prices of agricultural goods. 

The proposal is one by Repre- 
sentative Pace (Dem.), Georgia, 
to increase parity prices by in- 
cluding in them the cost of farm 
labor. 

Pace told reporters he had de- 
cided against trying to tie the 
measure to the OPA legislation. 
Simultaneously, however, he dis- 
closed an alternate plan to press 
for passage of his proposal.

Topping the survey of nearly- | 
completed returns was the victory 
of Illinois’ veteran Representative, 
80-year-old Adolph J. Sabath, for 
the Fifth (Chicago) District Dem- 
ocratic congressional nomination, 
and the astounding strength shown 
by Navy Lt. William G. Stratton 
of Morris in winning the Repub. 
lican nomination for Congressman- 
at-large. 

All 25 incumbent Congressmen 
secking re-election won nomina- 
tions for another term, 15 Repub- 
licans and 10 Democrats winning 
places on the November ballot. 

Huge Margin for Stratton. 

Pace-setter on the Republican 
ticket was Stratton, who still is 
on Okinawa. He polled nearly 
four times the combined vote to- 
tal of his three opponents. In the 
November election he will face the 
incumbent Democrat, Mrs. Emily 
Taft Douglas, who was unopposed 
in the primary. 

Sabath polled 15,671 votes to his 
opponent's 3910, with only 10 pre- 
cincts unreported. 

Stratton rolled up 510,880 votes, 
in 8771 of the state's 9038 pre- 
cincts. Stratton, indorsed this 
time by Gov. Dwight H. Green 
and the Republican organization, 
was defeated by the same group 
in 1944 when he ran for Secretary 
of State. He was elected Con- 
gressman-at-Large when he was 
26, and two years later he was 
elected State Treasurer. Limited 
to one term of office by the State 
Constitution, he sought election as 
Secretary of State but without 
party indorsement, and lost. 

Rowe Defeats Stephen Day. 


In the only other state-wide . 


contest, a longtime state political 
veteran, Richard Yates Rowe of 
Jacksonville, won the Republican 
nomination for State Treasurer. 
defeating Stephen A. Day of 
Evanston, a former Congressman- 
at-Large.

OF COLUMBIA JAIL 


Witness Says Inmates Im- 
ported Liquor for Par- 
ties, and Entertained

WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP) 
~—Congressmen blinked in amaze- 
ment yesterday at lurid descrip- 
tions of what life has been like 
in the District of Columbia jail. 

They heard that inmates have 
run business ventures from their 
cells, imported liquor by the case 
for gambling parties, and even en- 
tertained out-of-town models on

They also received sworn teati- 
mony of prisoners being  per- 
mitted to leave for business ap- 
pointments in one of the city’s 
most expensive hotels, of “lavish 
tipping of sundry jail officials,” 
and of government stationery be- 
ing used by prisoners for their 
correspondence. 

Congressional’ investigators 
stumbled on this story at the out- 
set of their inquiry into the re- 
cent escape of two condemned 
killers from death row — a jail 
break which increased to 573 the 
number of prisoners who have 
fled district penal institutions 
since 1933. 

Source of Testimony. 


The testimony on district jail 


life was provided by Howard B. 
Gill, who was suspended as prison 
superintendent after a series of 
escapes a few months ago. 

Gill testified before a _ special 
House committee that the goings- 
on he related had taken place be- 
for he became superintendent. He 
said he had obtained the details 
in a 100-page memorandum from 
an inmate. He asserted his pre- 
decessor, Ray L. Huff, knew what 
was happening but “hushed up” 
the story. Huff, now district wel- 
fare director, denied this to re- 
porters. ; 

Gill said that part of the mem- 
orandum’'s contents had been sub- 
stantiated in the federal court trial 
involving a group of war con- 
tract brokers known as Engineers 
Group, Inc. He said this enter- 
prise had been organized in the 
jail and operated from it.

COUNTY PLAN BODY WEIGHING 
COURT ORDER ON HOME ZONING 


The St. Louis County Planning 
Commission, which is in contro- 
versy with the St. Louis County 
Court over residential zoning, last 
night took under advisement a 
court order issued Monday direct- 
ing the commission to correct its 
plan to conform with court rec- 
ommendations and resubmit the 
corrected plan for adoption. Pro- 
posals of the commission require 
adoption by the court to become 
effective.

MOVIE LOT MUSICIANS 
SEEK 100 PCT. BOOST 


Petrillo’s 91 Demands for 
Players Include Minimum 
of $200 a Week. 


NEW YORK, April 10 (AP)— 
A 100 per cent increase in the sal- 
aries of musicians regularly em- 
ployed in the movie studios and a 
virtual tripling of their numbers 
were demanded today of eight 
major motion picture producers by 
the American Federation of Mu- 
sicians (AFL). 

These"demands were among 91 
presented yesterday to the movie 
producers by James C. Petrillo, 
AFM president. 

If the demands are granted, the 
studios would increase the mini- 
mum weekly salary of studio mu- 
sicians from $100 to $200, and re- 
quire each studio to employ at 
least 90 instead of 35. 

The union also demanded that 
the musicians be put on a 10-hour 
week, “including time spent in re- 
hearsals.” Petrillo deciared the 
AFM regarded the musicians as 
“highly skilled artists who con- 
stantly practiced long hours at 
home to maintain their proficien- 


c 


posals,” Petrillo said. “I hope 
they'll accept everything ‘and that 
will settle that.” 

About 2000 musicians are affect- 
ed by the negotiations, J. K. Wal- 
lace, president of AFM local 47 at 
Los Angeles, said, adding’ that 
these 2000 had “displaced 100,000 
musicians throughout the world” 
as a result of film distribution.

Who Says Democracy? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Eloquent statements have been pub- 
lished in the Post-Dispatch on most of 
the critical questions facing our people. 
Among the best have been the discus- 
sions on that anachronism in the Atomic 
Age, the poll tax system of the South. 
Recent events lead me to raise still an- 
other point concerning the poll tax 
which has a clear bearing on current 
matters wrinkling diplomatic brows in 
the UN. 

Our State Department, together with 
Whitehall, has been registering vigorous 
protests in the capitals of certain lately- 
liberated lands of Europe over allegedly 
undemocratic elections. Our press mul- 
tiplies and confuses the charges con- 
tained in diplomatic notes until our peo- 
ple believe the situation is truly as bad 
as it’s painted. 


Yet in no one of these lands—Bul- — 


garia, Albania, Greece, Yugoslavia—are 
there as many people of voting age as 
are disfranchised in our own American 
South by the poll tax. Ten million 
Americans—about 7,000,000 white and 3,- 
000,000 Negro—are held in bondage by a 
price tag on the ballot. Yet there are but 
600,000 potential voters in Albania, 
3,600,000 in Bulgaria, 4,250,000 in Greece, 
9,000,000 in Yugoslavia, 

A circumstance which makes our Mr. 
Byrnes’s challenging somebody else’s 
definition of democracy a little hard to 
take is this: Mr. Byrnes, throughout his 
distinguished career in Congress, repre- 
sented South Carolina, a state where 
there is literally less freedom to vote than 
in any of these belabored lands! 

Recently the gentlemen elected under 
the poll tax have deliberately flaunted 
it by declaring themselves to be an alli- 
ance with reactionary members from the 
North against all manner of forward- 
looking bills: housing for veterans, cori- 
tinued price control, broad public health 
programs, Federal aid to education and 
many others. In every instance they are 
voting against the interests of a major- 
ity of theit constituents (as well as of 
the whole nation), They do this with 
impunity because they know they are 
protected from the people’s reprisals by 
the vicious poll tax system. 

Some of the poll-taxers’ names have 
become bywords of un-American, anti- 
democratic practices. Senator Bilbo and 
Representative Rankin can be cited spe- 
cially. Popular and editorial opinion is 
almost unanimous in condemning them 
for their repeated rantings full of anti- 
Semitism, anti-Negro propaganda, anti- 
foreign-born utterances. They supply 
the words and Gerald Smith & Co. dis- 
tribute them.

In a moving address, an American 
scientist said some 20 years ago: “We 
know that what we do or fail to do mat- 
ters. We know that we have a will; 
that will may be directed by reason and 
that the end to which reason points is 
the progress of the race. , . . Hitherto 
the affairs of the world had been con- 
ducted by passion, interest, sentiment, 
anything but reasoned knowledge. The 
end of that regime, which has dominated 
history, is at hand.”

A Vital Agency in Danger 

One of the most valuable of congressional 
agencies is threatened with being crippled, even 
abolished, because of a committee’s penny-pinch- 
ing, plus a case of childish political jealousy. 

That agency is the Senate’s Subcommittee on 
War Mobilization, often called the Kilgore com- 
mittee in recognition of its chairman, a capable 
and industrious West Virginian. Next to the 
War Investigating Committee, or Truman coOm- 
mittee, it is safe to say that the Kilgore group 
has performed the war period’s outstanding serv- 
ice to the American people so far as committees 
are concerned. While need for the Truman 
group’s searching inquiries has ended, the Kil- 
gore group’s work remains of vital importance. 

Part of its work, to be sure, is finished busi- 
ness. The subcommittee was the parent of the Of- 
fice of War Mobilization and Reconversion, which 
was set up on its recommendation and is func- 
tioning in the tasks of contract settlement, sur- 
plus-property disposal and the return of indus- 
try to peacetime production. 

Other parts of its work are now in legislative 
hands, such as the bill for creation of a National 
Science Foundation, which the committee pro- 
posed after a careful study. This is designed to 
give governmental sponsorship to the scientific 
research that has proved so vital in peace as 
well as in war. 

The case for continuance of the group is not 
based on its past history, however; it is based 
on the pressing work still ahead in a field where 
energetic efforts are required more and more 
as postwar apathy causes a relaxation of nation- 
al vigilance. 

That work, in which the Kilgore group has 
made a distinguished record, is. the tracking 
down of the involved German industrial system, 
its intimate ties with the Nazi war-makers, its 
expansion abroad by way of cartels conducted 
for the greater glory of the Reich—the Third 
Reich in past years, and whatever militaristic 
successor is set up if the roots of Nazism are not 
pulled up for all time. 

In a brilliant series of reports, issued after 
extensive hearings at which authorities testified, 
the Kilgore group has presented the evidence of 
German industrial conspiracy that worked hand 
in hand with militarist conspiracy, has drawn up 
charts of world-wide cartel connections, extend- 
ing into important American concerns, has 
shown the hiding of assets and the creation of 
dummy firms abroad that are among the Ger- 
man General Staff’s devices in plotting World 
War III. 

The Kilgore reports have been a constant re- 
minder of German duplicity. They have been 
a goad to national alertness, a continued warn- 
ing against any soft economic policy that would 
permit a repetition of past events. 

The need for thé reminder and the goad re- 
main as Allied occupation policy wobbles and 
skids. Much evidence is still to be collected, for 
more records are constantly becoming available. 
Yet the threat to restrict the agency’s work, or 
to abolish it, is a real and present one. 

The Committee on Audits and Accounts pro- 
poses to reduce its budget from the reasonable 
figure of $57,000 for the remainder of the year 
to an inadequate $18,000. Senator Revercomb, 
West Virginia Republican, is jealous of the prom- 
inence his Democratic colleague has received, 
and would welcome the agency’s abolition. 

The reasons for continuance of the subcom- 
mittee are weighty, for they involve no less than 
the attaining of our war aim to end German 
military power. ‘The reasons for its abolition 
are petty in the extreme. How can the Audits 
Committee, if it weighs the facts at all, decide 
otherwise than to give the Kilgore agency the 
funds it needs for —— of its crucial task?

Single Command and Safety 

The Senate’s new plan for merger of the 
armed forces heeds the lessons of modern war, 
and is an answer to the feuds among the service 
branches which have held up unity of command 
for so long. 

When President Truman proposed the merger 
last summer, Gen. Eisenhower pointed out that 
there no longer could be any separate air, sea 
or ground war. But there the matter rested. 
The Navy lobbied against the merger, in fear of 
subordination to the Army. The Army failed to 
present a united front for a merger, because the 
Air Forces wanted independence. 

Now the Senate Military Affairs subcommittee 
has presented a proposal for separate land, sea 
and air forces, but under unified direction. A 
Chief of Staff of Common Defense would top the 
military chain of command, while civilian secre- 
taries would direct the three branches under one 
Cabinet Secretary of Defense. 

This construction provides for the necessary 
unity in military operations, and it allows the 
forces to guard their peculiar prerogatives. It 
also retains the traditional American policy of 
subjection of the military to civilian authority. 

In the past, competition between the armed 
forces has caused delay and confusion with re- 
gard to weapons, supplies and strategic planning. 
Even now, preparation of national defense 
strategy has been stuck for six months in a sub- 
committee of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. But on 
a tactical level, in combat, a division of military 
power can cost lives and cause defeat. This was 
a primary lesson of World War II, which called 
for development of combat commands and com- 
bat teams. + 

Unity at the front depends, however, on uni- 
fied direction behind the front, and a single con- 
ception of the objectives of war. That is what 
the Senate’s new plan provides for, as a re- 
quirement for national safety.

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Success of a Traffic Plan 

Installation of reversible traffic movement 
as a means of reducing traffic congestion dur- 
ing rush hours was opposed by some eritics in 
St. Louis. on the contention that drivers would 
become confused, traffic would become tangled 
and accidents would result. 

The experience of Washington, D. C., is a good 
indication that none of these things will hap- 
pen in St. Louis. The same system, with fewer 
signs and signals than will be installed here, is 
working successfully. Washington’s - crowded 
traffic conditions for some years have been even 
worse than those of St. Louis, and there is al- 
ways a higher ratio of outside drivers than in 
this city. Yet traffic flows smoothly there, and 
the. reversals in its direction to meet the need 
of rush hours have caused no difficulties. 

Here is good evidence that St. Louis can look 
forward to successful operation when the sys- 
tem is installed on the Chestnut-Lawton route 
in August, and that there will be demands for 
its adoption on other thoroughfares. 
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Judicial Distinction 

The police Judge who gave a Toronto man 
10 days for beating his wife but only a $10 fine 
for beating his wife’s mother raises a tidy little 
problem in relative values. 

If a mother is so bad that she produces the 
kind of daughter who must be beaten by her 
husband, mother-in-law-beating is obviously 
coming closer to the seat of the offense, and the 
Judge is right to assign it the lesser penalty. 
On that theory, however, why was the man’s 
$10 not returned to him as a bounty for his act 
of correction on his wife’s mother? 

Or, on the alternative theory that they are 
both well-trained and well-behaved women, and 
that they did not actually conspire to bait the 
mother-in-law’s son-in-law and the daughter’s 
husband, why any difference in the punish- 
ment? Perhaps the theory is that mothers-in- 
law ought to be troublesome even if they are 
not, and that acts to put them in their place can 
be disposed of leniently, 

That is the classic theory of the joke-books. 
In this context, however, it becomes a curious 
theory, for the marital relation, being much 
closer than the in-law relation, provides the 
greater moral sanction for armed intervention. 

Anyhow, the ways of wives and mothers-in- 
law are devious, and indeed are the ways of 
justice inscrutable. 
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Reversal on Argentina 

The State Department is in full and justified 
retreat on its Argentine policy, a policy that ex- 
ploded in its face with Col. Peron’s victory in 
the recent election. The retreat takes the form 
of an offer to sign a hemispheric defense pact 
with the Buénos Aires Government if it lives 
up to its commitments under the Chapultepec 
Agreement. This knocks out the previous atti- 
tude of refusing to deal with Argentina on any 
terms as long as the Peron group continued in 
power. 

The State Department, after reading the elec- 
tion returns and seeing how ruinous its pressure 
policy on Argentina has been, is adopting the 
doctrine urged by Sumner Welles for the last 
two years. It is a lesson learned, not by the 
consideration of logic, but by the hard way of 
trial and error, but it seems nevertheless to 
have been learned. 

So we deal with Peron, but we hold him to 
his Government’s pledges. This is a more ra- 
tional method than putting on a campaign to 
drive him from office which, as the recent elec- 
tion showed, could not succeed. Our attempted 
interference, with the Blue Book and otherwise, 
aroused the nationalistic spirit even in Argen- 
tine liberals, who otherwise would not have 


supported Peron.

You flatter me, son. I dare say that in 
the back of that young head of yours there 
are several misgivings about me—me, Big 
Ed Kelly, boss of the Cook County Demo- 
cratic organization, Mayor of the world’s 
fourth largest city. 

You see, I call it the organization. That’s 
what you call it when you're in it, head 
of it. If you’re on the other side of the 
political fence, you call it The Machine. 

I’m flattered that you’ve come to me. 
Usually young fellows of your background, 
fresh from your classes in political econ- 
omy, science and philosophy, avoid direct 


‘contact with old war horses like me. 


There are a number of sound principles 
for young fellows like you who want to get 
into politics. I'll give you one to start with: 
Study the career of Franklin Delano Roose- 
velt. He understood people and political 
Organizations—machines if you like. And 
that’s something those professors of yours 
with all their reading and thinking and 
idealistic planning do not understand.

But let’s say that you’re enlisting in this 
Cook County Democratic Central Commit- 
tee, this nefarious political machine of Ed 
Kelly’s.

Oh, ‘yes, yes, there are over-zealous lead- 


ers who now and then steal votes. They’ll 
steal votes although they aren’t needed and 
they are rather proud of it. They will take 
this chance of going to jail for no better 
reason than to make an impressive record, 
thinking that the organization will reward 
them. But we won’t and don’t. Neither will 
we go to the assistance of fools like that 
when they are in the courts, 


When the opposition builds a better ma- 
chine than ours, when our organization be- 
comes so feeble or so rotten that it cannot 
win the elections without resorting to crime, 
we shall lose, and no ballot-box stuffing or 
vote theft will help us. Remember that, son. 


Votes Won’t Stay Bought

In his book’s 194 pages, the 54-year-olk 
son of the 76-year-old architect ranges 
cute to acute, from play-room pranks 
fanciful interview at the Pearly Gates, 
genuflections before genius to meaty que 
tations from genius-inspiring Viollet-le-Du 
“Biography,” Messrs, Putnam? Come now 
Ragout of raillery and reverence, yes 
hodgepodge of fact and frolic, yes. Buw 
please, don’t stretch “biography” too far. 

The marital and extra-marital data abot 
Frank Lloyd Wright are sketchily incider 
tal to his career as America’s most ch 
lenging and unpredictable architect. Muc! 
as he reveals of self and system in 
“Autobiography,” one wishes his son f 
written a fuller, better-integrated biograpk

Frank Lloyd Wright at home is ende 
ing, no doubt; but one questions the fac 
titious gaiety of interpolations. such 
“Papa liked vaudeville, vaudevile liked 
Papa,” “The burglar liked Papa, : 
the burglar,” etc. Even in their contex 
these are rather gurgly. 

The hash of personalities that John 
Wright slings together creates an odd 
discrepant effect. A girlish exclamato

The reserve officers be- 
lieve that they have been discrim- 
inated against in every field from 
human respect to promotion and 
the receipt of rewards and decor- 
ations. Many of these reservists 
know themselves to be at least 
the equal in brains and courage 
of the professionals. 

Newspaper correspondents over- 
seas have not forgiven the armed 
forces: for maintaining and help- 
ing our allies to enforce a politi- 
cal censorship for which there 
seemed to be no legal justifica- 
tion. Military critics like Fletcher 


They Butted Into Politics, 


The Army and Navy—for the 
first time in American history — 
further took it upon themselves 
to make political policies for many 
of which the United States will 
pay dearly. 

Later, emboldened by their suc- 
yeess overseas, American generals 
and admirals began to shoot off 
their mouths at home about polit- 
ical matters whereon they are ex- 
pected to have no public opinion 
until asked by the President. 
Whether they admit it or not, they 
butted into politics. 

Finally, the authoritarian and 
mistrustful attiude of the Army 
incorporated in Gen. Groves to- 
ward the American scientists who 
built the atomic bomb has so en- 
raged the latter that generally 
speaking they are refusing fur- 
ther to undertake Government re- 
search in atomics, 


Needed Reforms. 


Taken together, these excesses 
constituted militarism, Americans 
hate militarism ag they hate un- 
due privilege. They fear to con- 
fer any new powers on the armed 
forces. 

If, therefore, the military au- 
thorities wish Congress to vote se- 
lective service, they might start 
by eliminating the suspucion that 
they could once more get out of 
hand, Let them support a bill 
that will offer guarantees. It 
should narrow the gulf between 
officers and men, between profes- 
sionals and reservists. It must 
exclude further political or self- 
protective censorship. The brass 
hats must keep out of foreign pol- 
icy, out of the dissemination of in- 
formation. The control of atomic 
and other high-power research 
must be left to the civilian scien- 
tists. 

If Gen. Eisenhower and Adm. 
King would do this, congressional 
acceptance of selective service or 
other necessary measures would

A Return to Food Rationing? 


N his speech in ‘London to th 


I 


e emergency conference on food, 


Herbert Hoover described Europe’s hunger without mincing words. 
Having seen it at first-hand, he painted a picture dark with the 


’ threat of famine for 170,000,000 Europeans. 


Thus he confirmed the reports 
. Of those here in this country who 
for months have been warning of 
the menace of hunger. Too often 
these warnings were belittled by 
some officials in the Department 
of Agriculture who seemed to be 
deliberately trying to play down 
the real facts. 

Until the London speech, Hoover 
had taken a cautious view. He 
had talked about the possibility 
of “getting by” if only food ship- 
ments were continued for the next 
three months. 


A Far Worse Situation. 


But once he sat down in London 
- with all the facts and figures in 
front of him, Hoover faced up to 
reality. By any dietary standard, 
he said, millions today are living 
at the danger level. Twenty mil- 
. lion children are not only badly 
undernourished but steadily de- 
veloping tuberculosis, rickets, ane- 
mia and- other diseases of sub- 
normal feeding. 

Obviously, in its scope and in 
its intensity, the situation today 
is far worse than the one which 
confronted Hoover after World 
War I. Yet he insists that it can 
be cured by the same methods 
that were applied then. 


At a press conference the day 
after his London speech, Hoover 
said that voluntary methods of 
food conservation in the United 
States would be sufficient. He in- 
sisted it would not be necessary to 


resume compulsory rationing in 


this country. 
Hoover’s Stubbornness. 


This goes back, of course, to a 
deep-seated stubborn conviction 
on Hoover’s part that the meth- 
ods employed in World War I 
were superior to the methods used 
in World War II. Part of it is 
traceable to his resentment over 
the fact that President Roosevelt 
never called on him for advice or 
hep during the second war. 


It happens, nowever, that ob- 
jective observers most closely in 
touch with the whole food crisis 
disagree sharply with Hoover.

An- 
other is Harold Weston, the di- 
rector, who has worked tirelessly 
to arouse this country to the need 
of helping the rest of the world. 


Backed by Cold Facts. 


The men and women behind 
Food for Freedom are convinced 
that only through rationing can 
enough food be saved to make a 
dent in the starvation so wide- 
spread in Turope and Asia# They 
have been told that this is impos- 
sible in an election year. 

Yet the cold, hard facts would 
seem to back them up. The fam- 
ine emergency committee, which 
is also running the conservation 
program in this country, has tak- 
en sample tests showing that there 
is little or no chance of reducing 
American consumption of wheat 
products 40 per cent by the volun- 
tary method. There is even less 
chance of conserving 20 per cent 
of fats and oils by that method. 

A Washington Post poll showed 
that only a small percentage of 
the capitals residents were ac- 
tually trying to cut down on the 
amount of food they ate. And be- 


They believe that only through 
a return of rationing, which must 
be prepared for now, can famine 
on an appalling scale be averted.

The first general assembly of 
the American Association for 
Health, Physical Education and 
Recreation opened today at Hotel 
Jefferson with a panel discussion 
on the subject “As the Veterans 
See it.”

Among the most press- 
ing of these is the need for cor- 
relation among the various profes- 
sional groups, he said, and the 
raising of professional standards 
among schools of physical educa- 
ion.

WASHINGTON, April 10 (UP)

socked a number of his colleagues 
with some hard words, 

He also paid his bitter respects 
to Mrs. Eleanor Patterson, editor 
and publisher of the Washington 
(D.C.) Times-Herald, The capital 
is sitting back in some anticipa- 
tion of acts two and three of the 
show: the Old Curmudgeon has 
started, 

Ickes’s article, “Good and Bad 
Washington Newsmen,” is in the 
current edition of the magazine 
Pageant. In general, Ickes’s 
charges against the columnists of 
whom he disapproved were either 
that they do not know what they 
write about or that they lie, di- 
rectly or indirectly, in their writ- 
ings. 

Among the bad ones, he listed: 
Arthur Krock of the New York 
Times, Marquis Childs, I. F. Stone 
of the newspaper PM, Westbrook 
Pegler, Paul R. Mallon, Frank R.

“Occasionally,” Ickes wrote, 
“they might even give the victim 
the benefit of the doubt; they 
might at times assume that all 
men in public life are not neces- 
sarily dishonest or incompetent. 
It is the columnists’ first duty to 
be truthful. 

“They should be careful not to 
give cause for suspicion that they 
are tearing down certain men in 
public life because they are se- 
certly encouraging the ambitions 
of others from whom they are re- 
ceiving or expecting favors.” 


Ickes First-Rate Hater. 


This later admonition will 
arouse among newspaper men and 
politicians a whoop of incredu- 
lous laughter. The Old Ick was a 
pretty good Cabinet officer, a 
first-rate administrator and the 
best hater who ever came to town, 
When he hated one of his fellow 
office holders he hated him all 
over. There never was a handier 
fellow than Ickes in slipping to a 
newspaper pal a deadly bit of 
news or anecdote with which to 
sandbag the other fellow. Ickes, 
however, neither invented nor pat- 
ented the procedure and it flour- 
ishes here now, as ever. 

The capital anticipates with 
considerable interest what the as- 
sailed newspaper men and women 
may now have to say about Ickes. 
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Most of them are able to defend 
themselves, That goes double for 
several of them, including Mrs. 
Patterson.

Menus for 
Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


HERE is one way we can all 
7 help to solve the food problems 

that will develop from our 
sharing bread with the hungry 
peoples of the world. It is for 
everybody who has a plot of 
ground available to grow as much 
garden truck as possible. An enor- 
mous amount can be grown by 
even city dwellers since they have 
learned a lot about gardening 
work in these war years. Suffi- 
client vegetables can be produced 
to supply the family during the 
growing season with enough extra 
to store away in the canned or 
frozen form for winter. Now is 
high time to start making that 
garden plan work. The right sea- 
son is here to sow lettuce, rad- 
ishes and spinach, and to plant 
peas, cabbage, kohlrabi and pota- 
toes. All of these vegetables ex- 
cept potatoes must be planted and 
harvested before real hot weather 
comes along. 

Macaroni Salad. 


Cook one ‘cup macaroni, un- 
cooked, in boiling salted water 
until just tender (makes two cups, 
cooked) and rinse well with cold 
water; drain and chill. Add one- 
half cup diced celery, one cup 
cooked peas, one-half cup coarsely 
shredded raw carrots (two me- 
dium), one-fourth cup green pep- 
per, four olives, diced, one tea- 
spoon salt and one-eighth teaspoon 
pepper, Combine two-thirds cup 
cooked salad dressing and three 
tablespoons milk and stir until 
smooth. Pour over the salad in- 
gredients and toss lightly. Chill 


and serve on crisp lettuce leaves, | 


topped with two  hard-cooked 
sliced eggs and sprinkle with pap- 
rika.

Sift cake flour, measure two 
cups, and resift three times with 
one teaspoon soda, one-half tea- 
spoon nutmeg, two teaspoons cin- 
namon and one-half teaspoon salt. 
Cream one-half cup shortening 
until soft and smooth; blend in 
three-fourths cup of sugar, and 
add two beaten egg yolks and 
one cup grape or blackberry jam. 
Beat until smooth and fluffy. Add 
flour mixture and three-fourths 
cup thick buttermilk alternately 
in several portions, beginning and 
ending with flour and beating 
until smooth after each addition. 
Beat the two egg whites until 
stiff; gradually beat in one-fourth 
cup sugar, and fold lightly but 
thoroughly into the cake batter. 
Turn into three 8-inch cake pans 
which have been lined with waxed 
paper on the bottom and the sides 
buttered. Bake {n a moderate oven 
(350 degrees F.) for 25-30 minutes. 


Turn out immediately onto cake 
racks to cool. When cool, spread 
with vanilla butter frosting over 
the top and between the layers, 
made by creaming one-fourth cup 
butter with one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, about two cups sugar, three 
tablespoons cream and _ three- 
fourths teaspoon vanilla. Sprinkle 
with chopped nuts if desired.

Swiss Steak 
A Swiss steak can be a truly 
delectable thing, if cooked with 
skill and imagination.

Sift some flour into a bowl, 
dip the steak in and press as 
much flour as you can into the 
meat. Put some drippings into a 
frying pan and when it is sizzling 
hot, put in the steak, Let it sear 
well on each side. 

Now grease a casserole well and 
transfer the browned steak to 
that, Put a cup of water into the 
frying pan in which the steak 
was browned and bring the water 
to a boil, Scrape the pan while 
this is going on to loosen up any 
steak juices in the casserole. Toss 
in one chopped onion and a can of 
tomatoes and season with salt 
and pepper. Bring to a boil. Then 
reduce heat, cover the casserole 
and let steak simmer for a couple 
of hours, Serve with mashed po- 
tatoes or fried corn meal mush 
cakes.

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Good Uses for Leftover Foods 


Experts Tell How They Can Be

UR housekeepers made tre- 

mendous strides towards econ- 

omy during the war years and 
now that they are asked by the 
Government to continue their ef- 
forts there is no doubt whatever 
as to their response. 

This article is not for the ex- 
perienced cook, as by now she 
will have learned to do away with 
any form of kitchen waste. A be- 


“ginner, however, starting out on 


what seems to her a perilous ad- 
venture, has much to learn and we 
trust that the following sugges- 
tions will lighten her labors and 
work out to her great advantage. 

There is very little, if any, 
“kitchen debris’—a man’s word 
for leftover food—that cannot 
be salvaged and served in some 
attractive and palatable manner 
at a second meal. Many leftover 
dishes are better than the original 
dish, thanks to a blending of va- 
rious flavors and ingredients. 

First of all in general useful- 
ness is the making of soup. 

In this we follow the French 
custom of keeping a “pot au feu” 
(or a pot on the fire) in which 
we cook otherwise unusuable 
scraps. It is surprising how many 
seemingly waste products may be 
utilized in this way. 

Asparagus pealings and hard 
ends, cauliflower and _. broccoli 
stalks and leaves, onion and carrot 
skins, pea pods, celery leaves and 
strings, mushroom stems and par- 
ings, tomatoes too unsightly for 
other uses, outer lettuce leaves, 
bits of bone, chicken carcasses, 
ham bones, fish and roast trim- 
mings, all make good soup. 

Use about twice as much cold 
water as vegetables, Simmer the 
stock, covered, for 45 minutes. 
Strain it. Season it as desired. 

Use about twice as much water 
as meat and vegetable scraps and 
bones. Simmer the stock covered 
for about two hours. Strain it. 
Season it as desired. 

You may say, “Why, that means 
that I shall have only one or two 
cupfuls of soup? That isn’t worth 
my effort!” But it is! 

Place the liquid or stock in a 
closely covered jar in the refrige- 
rator. Add to it the juices of 
cooked vegetables of the milder 
variety. (Carrot juice is too sweet 
for the stock-pot and onion juice 
is too strong.) The liquid from 
cooked spinach, beans, broccoli, 
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peas, Brussells sprouts and as- 
paragus are all a good source of 
minerals and vitamins and should 
be reserved for further use in 
cooking. The stock will keep for 
days. That cupful or two of stock 
in your refrigerator may be the 
basis of your soups, souffles, 
cream sauce and gravies, and no 
meat cube can give them the 
equivalent in flavor and nutrition. 
Uses for Stock Made from Scraps 

Use about one-half stock and 
one-half milk in cream sauce, Add 
stock to pan drippings. Use one 
cupful of stock and one meat cube 
for gravy. Heat one cupful of 
stock and add two tablespoonfuls 
of cream or top milk for an ex- 
cellent sauce, Use small Italian 
noodles in various shapes. Cook 
them in the stock until done. 
Grate one small potato, carrot and 
onion. Add them to two or three 
cupfuls of stock. Simmer the stock

nancial, social, domestic or 

physical, the last named be- 
ing the most important and the 
one that really tests your courage, 
Mental worry is invited by finan- 
cial, social or domestic difficul- 
ties and may even be a serious 
threat in overcoming any physical 
handicap. 

Often I see patients with some 
disorder such as chronic sinus in- 
fection, chronic gall bladder dis- 
ease, chronic stomach or intesti- 
nal complaint, chronic arthritis 
and a host of other conditions too 
numerous to mention. Their 
chief complaint is controlled rea- 
sonably well in most of the 
chronic disorders, but their men- 
tal reaction associated is a prob- 
lem in a high percentage of cases. 
The morale of the victim is torn 
to shreds and in most instances 
this militates against speedy or 
even gradual recovery from the 
original disorder that made them 
seek professional advice. 

I generally suggest to them that 
their condition could be worse and 
even tell them how fortunate they 
are that no malignancy (cancer) 
was found and that they still 
possess good hearing, speech, 
sight, etc. My experience has 
been that everyone’s problem is 
the most important, stupendous 
and unfortunate that has ever 
occurred. To think that they are 
suffering from this or that is 
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preposterous. I ask them if they 
have looked about and really seen 
what trouble is. Have they no- 
ticed the blind singing on the 
street, 
about with extreme difficulty, or 
the feeble-minded wheeled about 
in a chair? I say to them, sup- 
pose you had inoperable cancer 
and was doomed to die or you 
had some operative condition, the 
very nature of which was not only 
precarious to perform, but doubt- 
ful as to the ultimate recovery. 


Keep your health first and your 
morale next and some way, some 
how, and some day you will be 
fully repaid. The dissipation of 
one’s health is to be severely con- 
demned as the morale is surely 
to be affected in a mild to moder- 
ate or pronounced manner, 
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white sauce and served with fish

If you have sufficient leftover 
cooked meat there is nothing bet- 
ter than this usual recipe for meat 


loaf, 
Meat Loaf. 


(Six Servings.) 

This loaf may be made with any 
cooked meat, but it is particularly 
good with pork, Grind in a meat 
grinder enough cooked meat to 
make about two cupfuls’ ground 
meat. Peel, grind and add one 
large potato, one large carrot, one 
small onion*. You may add one 
small green pepper (seeds and 
veins removed). Mix these ingre- 
dients lightly with a fork. Moisten 
them with topmilk or cream. Sea- 
son them well with salt, pepper. 
Place the mixture in a greased 
baking dish. Cover the top with 
buttered breadcrumbs. Bake the 
loaf’ in a moderate 350 degrees 
oven for about 50 minutes. *For a 
more subtle flavor, mince the 
onion and cook it till transparent 
in a little butter or fat, 


Souffles., 


The souffle is a simple and use- 
ful everyday dish—not one to be 
held in awe. It may be ‘elaborate, 
but on the other hand it can be 
a grand. repository for the scraps 
and oddments found in any re- 
frigerator. Any souffle may be 
prepared hours in advance, ex- 
cept for the eggwhites, which are 
beaten and added just before it 
goes into the oven. Souffles may 
be baked in ring molds. In that 
case, grease the mold well, fill it 
and set it in a pan of hot water. 
This facilitates the removal of the 
souffle from the mold. Souffles 
can wait for five or 10 minutes. 
If slowly baked, they will stay up. 

Economy Souffle. 
Four servings. 

For this you will require one 
cupful of oddments, What are they 
to be? Consult the remnants in 
your refrigerator, Perhaps they 
will yield a few cooked carrots, 
bits of meat or fish; possibly a 
little cauliflower or broccoli.

Mince what you have — there 
should be one cupful of these or 
similar solids. You may add some 
fresh ingredients to make up that 
amount if you have not enough 
“as is”"—finely chopped celery, 
grated carrots, minced onions, etc. 
Begin by doing this—then sepa- 
rate three eggs. Make one cupful 
of cream sauce, using three table- 
spoons butter, three tablespoons 
flour, one cup milk. 

The liquid may be one-half rich 
milk and one-half stock. When the 
sauce is boiling add the cupful of 
minced food. Reduce the heat and 
stir in the beaten egg yolks. Con- 
tinue to cook and stir the mixture 
for a minute or two to pérmit the 
yolks to thicken slightly, then 
remove the pot from the fire. Add 
seasoning to taste, salt if needed, 
paprika or pepper, minced parsley 
or chives or a pinch or two of 
dried herbs, tarragon, basil, etc. 
Cool these ingredients, Heat the 
oven to 325 degrees. Beat the 
egg whites until they are stiff 
but not dry. Fold them into the 
vegetable mixture. Place the 
souffle in an ungreased oven-proof 
dish. Bake the souffle for about 
40 minutes (until the sides are 
brown and the center is fairly 
firm.) Serve the souffle at once 
with or without a sauce—tomato, 
gravy, mushroom, onion, _ etc. 
Canned soup, slightly diluted with 
stock or top milk, makes a good 
sauce. 

This delicious economy dish is 
ideal accompanied by potatoes and 


a salad, 
Timbales. 

As a disguise for left-over food, 
the timbale is second only to the 
souffle. It has more body than a 
souffle, doesn’t need such careful 
timing, and may be reheated. It 
may be baked in individual molds, 
a ring mold, or a casserole dish. 

Economy Timbales. 
Six: Servings 

‘ Use any good combination of 
cooked vegetables and meat. Cut 
into small pieces: One to one and 
one-half cups left-over food. Com- 
bine and beat with a wire whisk. 
one and one-half cups warm milk 
(or one cup chicken broth and 
one-half cup cfeam), four eggs. 

Add the cut-up food. Season the 
mixture to taste with salt, pap- 
rika, a little grated nutmeg, one 
tablespoon chopped parsley or a 
few drops of onion or lemon juice. 
If the food is dry no additional 
thickening Will be needed. [If it is 
slightly moist a small amount of 
thickening substance will be re- 
quired. If moist add to the left- 
overs (before combining them with 
the custard mixture) until they 
form a moderately thick paste: 
Cracker Crumbs or Bread Crumbs. 

Butter a mold or baking dish 
lightly. Pour into it the timbale 
mixture, Place the mold on a 
rack in a pan of hot water. The 
water should be as high ag the 
filling in the mold. If a rack is 
not available, fold several thick- 
nesses of paper and place the 
mold on it. Bake the timbale in 
a moderate oven 350 degrees for 
about a half hour, or until firm.
